Chicago welcomes today the veterans of the 424 
division, American Expeditionary Forces, the fa 
mous Rainbow division. 

Composed of National Guard troops from 26 
states and the District of Columbia, the Rainbow 
division was more broadly representative of the 
Guard and of the nation than any other. Illinois 
contributed the 149th field artillery, and its other 
constituents were headquarters troop, Louisiana 
cavalry; headquarters military police, Virginia 
coast artillery corps; signal corps, Missouri; ammu- 
nition train, Kansas; supply train, Texas; engineer 
regiment, South Carolina and California; engineer 
train, North Carolina; field artillery, besides Lili- 
nois, Indiana and Minnesota; trench mortars, Mary- 
land; infantry, New York, Ohio, Alabama, and 
lowa; machine gun battalions, Pennsylvania, Wis- 
consin, and Georgia; ambulance, New Jersey, Ten- 
nessee, Oklahoma, and Michigan; field hospital 
corps, District of Columbia, Nebraska, Oregon, and 
Colorado.

POLITICALLY AIDED 


| CRIMINALS. 


Raymond Costello is being held by the police for 
the murder of Madeline White, a 16 year old girl. 
She had been raped and killed. She had gone rid- 
ing with the man. Costello had been a neighbor- 
hood bully and bad boy. He had been sent to Pon- 
tiac. Last November he was paroled. When he 
got out he married. 

Madeline White went with this man of her own 
free will, but even so she did not lose her rights to 
Whoever had 
the calculated brutality to commit that crime 
would not have respected any girl or woman. 

Costello is, again, the paroled bad man. When 
the parole and pardon record is exposed the board 
has statistics at hand to show that paroled and 
pardoned convicts are now a most estimable part 
of the citizenship. We do not know that any one 
ever checked up on the figures, but we do know 
that the paroled and pardoned thug is forever ap- 
pearing in the police records in connection with 
some crime. 

These men escape punishment and return to 
crime through political influence. The alliance be- 
tween politics and crime is at the bottom of this 
community's experience with criminals, and the 
people will not escape from conditions until they 
begin to understand them. It is only an occasional 
criminal who is not protected by political influence 
either because he has money or because he is good 
in the precinct. 

With such influence crime is organized and the 
criminal is helped from the time the police get 
him until, if He is convicted, he escapes serving 
the sentence given him. That is the situation to be 
understood and handled. 


FROM THE 24TH FLOOR. 


You can see a good deal from the twenty- fourth 
floor that you don’t notice from below. You're 
looking down on practically every roof in Chicago. 
Chimneys, too. Too much smoke; but all that has 
been said ‘before. Clouds of steam everywhere.

ALCOHOL. 

R. F. G. BENEDICT has an answer 
for several questions about al- 
cohol. His answers are based on 
very close laboratory tests, many 

of which he has made. Others he has 
observed or has gathered from the writ- 
ings of other careful laboratory workers. 

Is alcohol ever a food? The answer is 
—Yes. Alcohol in a not too large dose is 
oxidized in the human body and the 
energy furnished by this oxidation may 
contribute to keeping the body warm, to 
replacing other nutrients and possibly to 
the performance of muscular work. The 
limit he places at a little less than 2% 
ounces a day. This furnishes about 500 
calories. 

. ~~ 
Is much unconsumed alcohol thrown 
off with the breath? The answer is— 


| No. While the breath of a person who 


has drunk alcohol, smelis “ loud,” analy- 
sis shows that it contains very little 
alcohol. 

What is the permissible améunt of 
alcohol a day? Dr. Anstee fixed the 
amount at about 1.5 ounces in 1864. In 
1903 Abel fixed it at about % of an ounce. 
~Are there minor pathological changes 
due to the use of very small daily 
amounts of alcohol? The answer is—Yes. 
Professor Abel wrote: “The best bred 
man indulging in wine with permissible 
moderation no more escapes the minor 
physical changes induced by it than does 
the meaner slave. ... In the former 
the simpler changes induced will never 
attain the degree where self-respect and 
social conduct are outraged.” 

Is the excessive use of alcohol harm- 
ful? The answer is—Yes. First, the in- 
toxicated man is a menace to society. 
Second, the excessive use of alcoho! in- 
jures the germ plasm and, hence, affects 
the progeny of the user. Third, it 
lowers efficiency.

Is it possible to dilute alcohol greatly 
and still retain the gratification obtained 
from its use? The answer is—Yes. 

May the drinking of considerable quan- 
tities of alcoholic beverages with 2.75 
per cent alcohol by weight be harmful? 
The answer is—Yes. 

Professor Miles says: ‘‘ There is no 
longer room for doubt in reference to 
the toxic action of alcoholic beverages 
as weak as 2.75 per cent by weight.” 

Is it possible for the average man to 
drink enough 2.75 per cent beer to get 
drunk enough to be a menace to society? 
The answer is—No. There are some men 
who could hold enough fluid to get an

neither by virtue of the paucity of the, 


food materia! nor of the impalatability 
of the average diet is the habitual use 
of alcohol justified. 

What are the reasons for this differ- 
ence between erica and Europe other 
than those given? American life is more 
tense. The climate is more exhilarating. 
The large number of automobiles in the 
United States makes even the moderate 
use of alcoholic beverages unjustifiable. 

Inflexible science says: “ For at least 
four hours after a dose of alcohol, for- 
merly considered permissible, you, as a 
motor vehicle operator, may well be con- 
sidered a menace to society.”
